A. Heartrending Example of the Suffering 


In the Interior of Italy. 


The New York Sun's Rome correspond- 


ent writes that order has been nominally 
restored in Italy and Sicily, but it ia 
floubtfnl if permanent peace can be se- 
Dured. The troubles will probably recur 
as soon as the extra troops are removed. 
The only chance of pacifying the people 
is by establishing relief works, but the 
government is in such sore financial 
straits that the money cannot be spared, 
although their cost would enable a consid- 
erable reduction in military expenditure. 


Things will doubtless improve in the 


spring, but meanwhile the poverty and 
sufferings of the populace are simply ap- 
palling. Misery reigns everywhere, and 
in the remoter rural districts men, 
wom- 


en and children are dying daily of actual 
hunger. 


An idea of what is going on in the in- 


terior of Italy may be gathered from the 
fact, officially admitted, that 200 per- 
Bons, the entire population of the village 
of Boghudi Calabria, suddenly arrived 
at Cittanova on Tuesday, ragged and 
Bhoeless, the younger men carrying the 
old folks and the women their children. 
Many were in a pitiable state of exhaus- 
tion. Several women had dead children 
in their arms, and two or three old men 
had died on the way. They declared 
that they had left the village because un- 
less they left they would die of starva- 
tion. There was not a scrap of food in 
the place when they left, and nothing 
Was growing on the ianu.

A coterie of office holders and office 


seekers, by assuming to be advocates 
of free coinage and appealing to preju- 
dices engendered by the war which 
ended a generation ago, is endeavoring 
to deliver the State of Nevada to 
Wall Street.

BLAND VICTORIOUS. 


The Bland Seigniorage bill has passed 


the House by a vote of 167 to 129. The 
Gackoo Democrats and Republicans 
v^ted against the bill. It provides for 
the coinage of $55,000,000 of the silver 
bullion now lying idle in the treasury 
vaults. The bill will now go to the 
Senate and its passage by that body is 
almost certain 


The passage of this bill will relieve 


the money stringency to some extent 
though it will not increase the circula- 
tion to the extent of one dollar per 
capita. At the present time, though 
th» population of the country is in- 
eraasing at the rate of nearly two mill- 
ions a year, and the business of the 
country proportionately, there 
has 


been no increase in the volume of 
money since last June when silver 
coinage was wholly suspended, except 
the little gold that has been coined. 


It is Eland's intention to introduce 


an absolute free coinage bill and urge 
iti passage during the present Con- 
gress. He intends to make it lively 
for the "Cukoos" of both parties till 
the en.il of the session.

CONGKESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


The Tariff BUI Not Yet Reported—The 


Bland Bill Passed the House. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—In the Senate 


George of Mississippi 
presented a 


petition asking an amendment to 
the Constitution acknowledging the 
dependence of the country on Almighty 
God. 


Manderson of Nebraska offered a 


resolution authorizing the Secretary of 
War to investigate the feasibility of 
taking water power at great or little 
falls in the District of Columbia for 
the generation of electricity for light- 
ing public buildings and streets of 
Washington. Agreed to. 


On motion of Vest the Senate de- 


cided that when it adjourn it be till 
Monday. This means that the tariff 
bill will not be reported before next 
week. 


In the House the adoption of the 


special order to limit debate on the 
Seigniorage bill to two hours, pending 
at the close of yesterday's session, 
came up. Exactly a quorum voted, 
and the special order was adopted, 166 
to 13. So the long struggle was ended 
and a vote on Bland's bill assured. 


Bland was recognized and offered a 


substitute for the original bill. 


The first section of the substitute 


agrees with the first section of the 
original bill, except that coinage is to 
proceed as fast as " possible," instead 
of " practicable." 


The substitute for the second sec- 


tion is as follows: After the coinage 
provided for in the first section (the 
seigniorage) the remainder of the silver 
bullion purchased in pursuance with 
the act of July 14,1890, shall be corned 
into legel tender standard silver dollars 
as fast as possible, and the coin shall 
be held for the redemption of treasury 
notes issued against such bullion as 
fast as the bullion shall be coined for 
redemption. Said notes shall not be 
reissued, but shall be cancelled in 
amounts equal to coin held, derived 
from coinage herein provided for, and 
silver certificates shall be issued on 
such coin in the manner now provided 
for by law. Provided, that this act 
shall not be construed to change the 
existing law relating to the legal tender 
haracter or mode of redemption of ex- 
sting treasury notes under the Act of 
July 14, 1890. A sufficient sum is to 
be appropriated to carry into effect the 
provisions of the Act. 


Outhwaite offered an amendment to 


strike out the second section of the 
substitute. 


Johnson of South Dakota offered an 


amendment to the original bill author- 
izing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
accord to silver dollars the same rights 
as to redemption and exchange now 
accorded subsidiary silver coins. 


Stauss of New York offered 
an 


amendment to the amendment as fol- 
lows: That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury be, and is hereby authorized to 
issue from time to time coupons and 
registered bonds of the United States 
in denominations of twenty dollars 
and multiples of that sum, payable in 
coin after five years from date, all 
bearing interest at a rate not exceed- 
ing 3 per centum per annum, payable 
quarterly in coin, and sell and dispose 
of the same at not less than par in coin, 
the proceeds of such bonds shall be 
paid into the Treasury and be held and 
used for purposes now authorized by 
law. 


Bland made a point of order that 


Strauss' amendment to the amendment 
was not germane. The Speaker sus- 
tained the point of order and ruled the 
amendment out. 


Cummings asked if the Chair ruled 


that any amendment looking to the 
issue of bonds would be ruled out. 


The Chair replied that the ruling 


was not so broad as that. 


Cummiugs gave notice that he would 


offer a second amendment later. 


Cannon then offered an amendment 


in lieu of Strauss' amendment, the so- 
called Windom proposition for bullion 
redemption at the current market rate 
of silver bullion certificates, which was 
discussed in the 51st Congress. 


Voting on the bill was then began. 


Johnson's amendment, providing for 
gold redemption of silver certificates, 
was lost—71 to 156. 


Bland's Seigniorage substitute was 


carried—171 to 96. 


A motion to recommit the Bland bill 


was defeated—132 to 167. 


The Bland Seigniorage bill finally 


passed the House—167 to 129. 


LIONS IN SALT LAKE. 


The Kavenoue Beasts Howling About 


the Streets. 


SALT 
LAKE, March 
1.—Ravenous 


mountain lions prowling about the 
streets of a city of 65,000 inhabitants is 
an unusual sight, but this is the spec- 
tacle that has created consternation 


among the residents of the outlying 
portions of the city during the past 
few days. Not only lions, but coyotes 
and other wild beasts have been driven 
down the canyons that open into the 
valley by the extraordinary snows. 


The lions are especially feared, as 


they are becoming very bold. Yester- 
day morning some laborers working on 
a boulevard in the northern suburbs of 
the city saw two large lions walking 
leisurely up the hillside. It was dis- 
covered that they had killed a horse, 
the partly devoured carcass of which 
was found near the City Cemetery. 


This morning one of the ferocious 


animals came out of City Creek can- 
yon, the mouth of which is within four 
blocks of the business center of the 
city, and wandered through the streets 
of the northern and eastern portion of 
town. No one attempted to dispute 
his right of way, and his tracks, meas- 
ing over six inches in length, could be 
seen in the snow and mud all day. 


A BID FOR SILVER. 


A Syndicate Slakes the Government an 


Offer for 75,OOO,OOO Ounces. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—Secretary 


Carlisle to-day received a letter from 
J. T. Raplee, 125 Liberty street, New 
York, in which he makes a proposition 
to purchase from the Government 50,- 
000,000 to 75,000,000 ouaces of silver 
bullion now in the Treasury at 65 cents 
per ounce, provided Congress will enact 
a law levying a duty of 12J< cents per 
ounce on all silver coined or uncoined, 
exported from the United States within 
the next five years. 


The letter head used is as follows: 


" British and A merican Financial and 
Industrial Investment Syndicate," and 
under it is typewritten these words: 
"Tariff for revenue only. One sure 
means toward the accomplishment of 
the object." 


Treasury officials decline to express 
any opinion as to the letter. 


Big Opium Seizure. 


TACOMA, March 1.—The largest single 


seizure of opium ever made here was 
taken to-night, when 400 pounds of pre- 
pared opium, consisting of nearly 2,000 
cans, was captured in trunks at the 
Hotel Nicolet, formerly known as the 
Lafayette 
House. 
About dusk a 


medium-sized man rushed into the 
hotel and asked for a room and directed 
that three trunks be carried into it. 
He refused to register, saying he had 
to go to the depot for his wife, whom 
he said was coming from Spokane. 
After locking the door to his room he 
disappeared. A couple of hours later 
a posse of customs officers raided the 
hotel and demanded admission to the 
room in which the trunks were. They 
were sure the trunks contained opium 
and called for an ax to smash them 
open, but waited till a locksmith was 
brought to open them. Each trunk 
was full of opium. Men have been 
sent out to capture the smuggler, but 
he did not return and no trace of him 
can be found.

meeting of taxpayers of 


Latah county was held here to-day for 
the purpose of taking measures to pro- 
tect the people from the alleged acts of 
county officials in allowing themselves 
excessive salaries and fees. A com- 
mittee of twenty-five was appointed 
and instructed to make a thorough in- 
vestigation and to employ counsel and 
institute suit if found necessary to re- 
cover the money said to be illegally 
withheld.

State's interests, I feel desirous of 
learning if they coincide with yours, 
especially so since the proposition to 
ignore all annual fairs in Nevada has 
been formulated by D. A. Bender of 
the V. & T. railroad. As I stated in my 
communication to the Tribune on the 
subject, I can see no possible benefit 
that can possibly accrue to our State 
from the California fair. True, the ex- 
penditure of the State's**1 means to se- 
cure the grand exhibit at Chicago 
doubtless ultimated in benefit, from 
the fact that our resources were com- 
paratively unknown to the majority of 
the Eastern people and entirely so to 
visitors from other nations, but to 
argue that the same will result from 
the California exhibit seems so utterly 
fallacious that men of ordinary judg- 
ment would laugh the idea to scorn. 


Nevada's financial condition does not 


seem to justify the donation of money 
to aid the Midwinter Fair, and most 
certainly it must appear ridiculous to 
ignore our annual fairs for such a pur- 
pose. California is by no means Ne- 
vada's friend, but, on the contrary, the 
metropolis of that State, whose palatial 
residences 
and ten-story buildings 


were erected by the products of our 
silver mines, has always antagonized 
our interests and to-day would swallow 
up not only the mines but the agri- 
cultural property of the State and rob 
the farmers of their means for irrigat- 
ing the arid lands. 


The money which is now and will 


continue to be drawn from this semi- 
impoverished State for the purpose of 
visiting the fair had better be retained 
so that merchants and other business 
men might be enabled to collect their 
just dues and our native annual fair 
be successfully managed and well pat- 
ronized. 


These are not only my own, but the 


opinions of hundreds in this part of 
the State, and it would afford myself 
and others n ich pleasure to learn your 
views on the subject.

There !• Now a Strong: Reactionary Senti- 


ment Against the War Spirit. 


It has long been the universal convic- 


tion of Europe that disarmament is only 
possible as the result of"an exhausting 
general war, and that it is impossible to 
postpone that war after the limit of pre- 
paratory resources has been reached. 
There is a widespread feeling that cer- 
tain nations are already beginning to 
pay the penalties of overtraining while 
ethers have attained their maximum 
fighting power. This is the real explana- 
tion of the prevalent war scare. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that the pos- 
eibility of » peaceful attainment of the 
desired object is earnestly considered. 


Newspapers reflect this spirit from 


various continental capitals. The Times 
quotes sin unnamed foreign statesman 
as authority for a proposed project for 
partial relief from the present situation, 
He says: 


"It is sought to remedy the present 


state of things not by disarmament, but 
in a way offering the advantages of dis- 
armament and without affecting the 
principles on which armaments are be- 
ing increasc-d. 


"Universal military service now ex- 


ists in military countries and cannot be 
meddled with. The average length of 
active service is three years. Now it 
has been proved that a single year is am- 
ple for drilling conscripts and teaching 
them how to handle arms. The other 
two years are devoted to movements 
and marches, or, in other words, to what 
is called seasoning the men. Many good 
judges hold that the training which 
makes old soldiers is acquired only by 
five or seven years' service, and that in 
time of peace three years' service has 
not such superiority over one year as to 
justify triple the expense. 


"The only means which I can see of 


putting an end to the senseless outlay is 
to make a 12 months' service obligatory 
on all. If anybody should propose a 
universal service of five or seven years, 
he would be thought mad. Universal 
service has been considered compatible 
with a reduction of seven or five yeavs to 
three, thus materially lessening the ex- 
pense. After years of experience it is 
now eeui lhat threeyearsare also incom- 
patible with universal service. 


"Nothing, therefore, is more logical,

AN AUTOMATIC LIGHTHOUSE. 


There I* No Keeper, but the Bright Ught 


Blaze* Perpetually. 


A remarkable lighthouse is the one 


which sheds its warning rays from an es- 
tuary of the Gironde, in France, where it 
stands upon an isolated rock in the midst 
of a treacherous reef. The peculiarity of 
this lighthouse is that it is unoccupied, 
and yet its lamp is burning perpetually. 
The famous Eddystone light on the coast 
of England, rising from a rock that is 
only large enough to afford a foundation 
for tho structure, is remarkable because 
the men having it in charge are able to 
leave their confined quarters only once 
in three months, when a vessel comes to 
them with supplies, letters, papers and a 
new detachment of watchers. 


It was to do away with this exacting 


and lonesome life that the French engi- 
neers set themselves about the task of 
devising a method by which the useful- 
ness of the lighthouse could be main- 
tained without so much personal atten- 
tion. It thus happened that a lamp was 
invented that would burn continuously 
for two months without being trimmed 
or replenished. 


Tho burning fluid used in this lamp is 


an ordinary mineral oil. The tube in the 
interior of the lamp is furnished with a 
wick having a thickness three times as 
great as thoso employed generally in 
lighthouses. Around tho burning sur- 
face of tho wick is a cake made of a pat- 
ented preparation consisting largely of 
carbonized tAr. This protection assures 
the duration and the uniformity of the 
flame, 
A chimney made of mica is 


placed around tho flame, and this in- 
sures an increase in the power of the 
light. The supply of oil is assured by 
means of a reservoir containing 100 
quarts, the lamp consuming 50 grams 
each hour. To provide always for tke 
reservoir being furnished with sufficient 
fuel a gauge is fixed at its side that gov- 
erns the supply flowing in from another 
reservoir at a distance, and this gauge 
permits just 50 grams per hour to perco- 
late through tho little supply pipe into 
the supply reservoir. 


The diameter of the Ian tern is 56 inches 


and it cost $1,490. The intensity of the 
light keeps equable until the expiration 
of two months, when it ia necessary to 
visit tho lighthouse and replenish the 
wick. The light can be seen more than 
12 miles at sea. The wick is cleansed 
and drawn up gradually by the action 
of the tar cake at its mouth. The French 
government is arranging to put up others 
of these houses, and it is also perfecting 
an invention by which a perpetual elec- 
tric light can be controlled by wires run- 
ning through a submarine cable to the 
the land.—Exchange. 


Hard Deposits In Steam Boilers. 


A very eimple method of preventing 


hard deposits m steam boilers is men- 
tioned by M. Schmidt, a French en- 
gineer. There are two boilers in use at 
the same time, one being at rest, and 
the water in use is very bad, being very 
calcareous and magnesic, with organic 
matter, chlorides and a little sulphate of 
of lime. Each boiler is allowed to go on 
working for about 500 hours before 
being cleaned, when it is stopped, 
with the water in it, and allowed to cool 
down for about a week. The masonry 
ia allowed to become cold, and then the 
tap is opened, also the safety valve, so 
that the water runs naturally out of the 
boiler, the latter, when empty, being en- 
tered and simply swept. The Jeposit, 
being in the form of damp mud, i-i easily 
swept away, leaving the boiler as clean 
inside as if it were new. 


This method has been in use some five 


years and seems to show that the ordi- 
nary hardening of deposits in boilers is 
due to the absence of water in them 
while the mud and the iron are being 
heated by the brickwork when the boiler 
has been emptied by the ordinary meth- 
od under pressure. It is necessary, how- 
ever, under this system, to be able to do 
without the particular boiler for some 
eight days.—New York Sun.

Eskimos will detect a \vhite fox in the 


snow a great distance away, while the 
Arabs of the deserts of Arabia have such 
extreme powers of vision that on the 
vast plains of the desert they will pick 
out objects invisible to the ordinary eye, 
at ranges from one to ten miles distant. 
Among civilized peoples the Norwegians 
have better eyesight than most if not all 
others, as they more generally fulfill the 
necessary conditions. The reason why 
defective eyes are so much on the in- 
crease in this country, and in Europe 
lies in too much study of books in early 
life and in badly lighted rooms.—Brook- 
lyn Eagle.
